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Council to Set Up New Committee 
With Focus on Community Center 


Bus Lot Swap Stirs Up 
Controversy on both Ends

The proposal by Beltway Plaza developers to exchange 
Greenbelt Road school bus-service lot property for the 
Monte’s miniature golf course acreage on University Boule¬ 
vard near Metzerott Road has stirred up controversy in the 
Greenbelt, College Park and University of Maryland com¬ 
munities. The Advisory Planning Board has already recom¬ 
mended to the Greenbelt City Council that the transfer of 
the bus lot be opposed unless certain conditions are met. 
Traffic congestion and the loss of open space that the golf 
course provides appear to be major concerns in the College 
Park area.

Only moments into the 
regular Greenbelt City 
Council meeting of July 10, 
Mayor pro tem Joe Isaacs 
took a moment to pass on 
the praise he had heard 
from his aunt, visiting here 
from Russia after a separa¬ 
tion from the rest of her 
family of over 40 years, Her 
impressions of Greenbelt— 
of its beauty and friendli¬ 
ness—had been strongly 
positive, he said. Looking 
directly into the video cam¬ 
era, he spoke a few words of 
farewell to her, since she 
would leave the next morn¬ 
ing and would now be 
watching the council in ac¬ 
tion, He noted especially her 
pleasure in the fireworks 
display on July Fourth. 

If she expected to see any fire¬ 
works as she watched the coun¬ 
cil meeting itself, Isaac's aunt 
must have been disappointed. In 
a long, dull evening in which 
council attended to various ad¬ 
ministrative matters, mostly di¬ 
recting items to the city staff for 
future response, the only topic 
which seemed to stir up any dis¬

agreement was the question of 
whether or not to establish a 
special committee to explore how 
the Center School might be con¬ 
verted into a community center. 
And even this debate was low- 
key and soon resolved. 

To Have or Have Not 

A motion by councilmember 
Antoinette M. Bram asking the 
city staff to prepare a resolu¬ 
tion creating a new committee 
brought forth mild disagreement 
from councilmember Thomas X. 
White. Bram felt it would be use¬ 
ful to the city to receive feed¬ 
back on possible future uses of 
the Center School as a commun¬ 
ity center. Although White did 
not disagree with that purpose, 
he felt the city already had many 
relevant committees and was “not 
sure we need another one with¬ 
out a well-defined charge or 
charter." 

White discussed the two issues 
he felt needed to be addressed: 

(1) the acquiring of expertise 
from such agencies as the coun¬ 
ty's Park and Planning Com¬ 
mission, the state Historic Tmst 
and the National Historic Trust 
to help with problems of historic 
preservation required in any re¬ 
habilitation of the structure, and 

(2) an exploration of the poten¬ 
tial impact of the approval of 
the community center referendum 
on other capital improvement 
programs already in the works, 

Bram responded with her view 
that establishing a committee 
to determine uses for the new 


suggested that the committee 
could be small — perhaps five 
members — and that it be con¬ 
stituted as an ad hoc or task 
force group which could work 
with other municipal commit¬ 
tees, such as the Advisory Plan¬ 
ning Board, the Park and Recre¬ 
ation Advisory Board, the Arts 
Advisory Board and the Senior

The Prince Georges County 
School Board, with the exception 
of board member Suzanne Plog- 
man, directed its staff in May to 
consider a proposal by Beltway 
Plaza Developers to swap the 
Greenbelt Road school bus lot 
property for the golf course 
acreage. Located in an unincor¬ 
porated area, the golf course 
property has recently been pur¬ 
chased by plaza developer Sidney 
Brown, who promises to develop 
the tract as an “upgraded" bus 
maintenance and storage facil¬ 
ity. 

Currently the school system's 
staff is conducting a feasibility 
study of the possible land swap, 
which covers both the proposed 
University Boulevard and the 
existing county bus lot sites. If 
the school board approves of the 
exchange, the issue will be con¬ 
sidered by the county executive 
and county council. 

History 

The idea of negotiating a land 
swap was initiated by Brown 
over three years ago as a way 
to correct the longstanding ero¬ 
sion and sedimentation problems 
created by the steep embankment 
along the east end of the Belt- 
way Plaza shopping center. In 
1972 Brown, president of First 
National Realty, complied with 
an order of the Prince Georges 
County Circuit Court to complete 
corrective work designed by the 
firm's engineering consultants to 
stabilize the entire eastern em¬ 
bankment. However, in 1985 First 
National Realty was cited again 
by the State Department of Wa¬ 
ter Resources (DWR). The agen¬ 
cy ordered the firm to eliminate 
all sediment from the slope and 
to outline a plan to bring about 
this result. 

In response, Brown proposed 
negotiating a land swap with 
the Board of Education. He felt 
the erosion problems could not 
be solved with the bus lot sitting 
on top of the slope. Agreeing 
with this approach, SDW and 
later Department of Environment 
(DOE), which assumed DWR 
responsibilities when SDW was 
dismantled, granted Brown var¬ 
ious deadline extensions for un¬ 
dertaking corrective action. 

Apparently the County De¬ 
partment of Grading, Drainage 
and Erosion Control also shows 
aft outstanding violation. Both 
divisions are currently reviewing 
the case, DOE has indicated that 
the department would look for 
other options, including requir¬ 
ing an engineering study and 
advice from legal counsel if relo¬ 
cation of the bus lot were not 
possible. 

Beltway Plaza Developers had 
indicated to the city that, if the 
land trade were realized, they 
would grade the embankment to 
eliminate the erosion and steep 
slope and use the land for addi¬ 
tional parking for the shopping 
center. Brown later told the News 
Review that he is also consider¬ 
ing placing a building directly 
into the slope to serve as an 


earth stabilizer. The bus lot 
tract is zoned Rural Planned 
Community. Rezoning would be 
required for commercial uses. 

In its recommendation to the 
city council on July 10, the Ad- 
vfsory Planning Board expressed 
concern about “the engineering 
feasibility of stabilizing the hill, 
past difficulties in dealing with 
the owners of the Beltway Plaza 
in attempts to improve the phy¬ 
sical appearance of the shopping 
center and the effect of a trans¬ 
fer (of the bus lot tract to Belt- 
way Plaza Developers) on the 
Greenbelt Middle School." 

APB Restrictions 

APB recommended that city 
council oppose the transfer “un¬ 
less and until" certain conditions 
and concerns are addressed. The 
board suggests that an engineer¬ 
ing study be undertaken on the 
feasibility of stabilizing the em¬ 
bankment and that the impact of 
the transfer on the Greenbelt 
Middle School be evaluated prior 
to any transfer. APB also ad¬ 
vises that should the transfer 
occur, (1) “erosion problems will 
be addressed immediately," (2) 
Beltway Plaza Developers will 
submit for the city’s approval a 
site plan for bus lot property im¬ 
provements along with “adequate 
assurances that the site plan will 
be undertaken and maintained," 
and (3) “no additional develop¬ 
ment, other than parking, would 
be allowed on the property with¬ 
out the city's prior approval." 

APB also advocates that be¬ 
fore the transfer, owners will 
submit a master plan for Belt- 
way Plaza which “details all fu¬ 
ture development so that the im¬ 
pact of the proposed increase in 
parking on additional develop¬ 
ment can be assessed." Finally, 
APB wants the Beltway Plaza 
developers to enter into cove¬ 
nants with the city which “de¬ 
tails all agreements." 

In the College Park area, the 
concern is that the intersection 
of University Boulevard ind 
Metzerott Road will not be able 
'to handle the additional traffic 
generated if the county bus lot 
is relocated on the miniature golf 
course. Located in the same 
area as the golf course are the 
University of Maryland's 4-H and 
physical science buildings. Under 
construction is the veterinarian 
science complex. The buildings 
form an H with the golf course 
sitting on the lower right side. 
In the vicinity also are residential 
developments, including College 
Park Woods and Crystal Springs. 

The Maryland National Capi¬ 
tal Park and Planning staff notes 
that the Level of Service at * e 
intersection is currently desig¬ 
nated a “poor" Level E (low 
speeds, high traffic volume, tem¬ 
porary delays, backups between 
signals). Level D is the adopted 
standard in the county as the 
minimum level of congestion. 
Levels of Service describe the 
quality of traffic operations and 
range from Level A, defined as 
“ideal," to Level F, “forced traf¬ 
fic flow.”

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Oufraged at Tactics 

A sense of outrage is felt by 
some Greenbelters as a result of 
the unbalanced,, slanted selling 
tactics used by council to gam 
support for a community center 
at Center School and a new, high 
tech school at North End. A 
prime example of their blatant 
bias is found in the referendum 
brochure mailed to Greenbelt 
residents which tells us that if 
“is designed not to present any 
opinion as to what option should 
be taken, but to provide infor¬ 
mation which can help citizens 
reach their own conclusions.” 
Apparently there was a flaw in 
the design, since several pages 
later, the brochure cites 11 rea¬ 
sons why the Board of Education 
favors a new school. Why didn't 
the brochure also present the 
‘'Tactual” opinion of the oppos¬ 
ing side? The position held by 
the Board of Education is not 
exactly the word of God. 

After the results of the bond 
referendum became public, coun¬ 
cil held a special meeting to dis¬ 
cuss “Matters for Negotiation 
with Board of Education and 
Prince Georges County. Several 
of those who attended were sur¬ 
prised and vociferously expressed 
their dismay as the mayor, coun¬ 
cil and the city manager dis¬ 
cussed several items on their 
agenda sheet which were pre¬ 
viously unknown to voters. One 
item was “exploration of county 
or another government agency 
utilizing some of the space.” 
Upon inquiry, we were told that 
this was simply a contingency 
plan. There might be available 
space in the community center 


since some groups may not yet 
be able to occupy all the space 
they would desire. But according 
to their brochure, “The uses that 
have been proposed exceed the 
the space available.” 

Another item discussed was 
“modifying rent restrictions so 
that city can clearly make space 
available to providers of services. 
County should be concerned only 
with renting if that generates 
revenues over and above the cost 
of renovating and operating the 
building.” Since minimal cost 
estimates to renovate Center 
School based on today’s prices 
already exceed $3 million, it 
seems inevitable that in 2 or 3 
years down the line, a substan¬ 
tial portion of the lenovation 
costs will be absorbed by those 
who can afford to pay rent. The 
public should have been informed 
of such incidentals before voting 
for a $3 million bond ordinance 
since we’ll be paying the cost 
(in terms of money and impact 
on the community) for many 
years to come. We were sold 
a concept, but weren’t told how 
fhe community center would op¬ 
erate or what contingency plans 
exist. Since when is it wise and 
prudent to make any big decis¬ 
ion (and this one alters the orig¬ 
inal town plan) when the com¬ 
plete picture is not unveiled? 
Otherwise, you might just end 
up with a lemon. 

After listening to discussion by 
the mayor, council and the city 
manager, knowing that the reno¬ 
vation and operating costs of 
Center School will be very high, 
it isn’t very difficult to visual¬ 
ize a community center in which

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Selections Committee Works 

To Find Outstanding Citizen 

by Tom Renahan 

The Outstanding Citizen Award is presented annually 
as part of the Labor Day Festival. To those watching the 
public ceremony on the Friday before Labor Day, the pro¬ 
cess may seem simple and fairly brief. However, there are 
many steps leading up to that moment. 


Selection Committee 

The winner is determined by 
a seven-member selection com¬ 
mittee. The committee is part 
of the Festival organization but 
its decision is final and not re¬ 
vealed in advance. Selection com¬ 
mittee membership has tradi¬ 
tionally been balanced among 
areas of the city and between 
men and women. Members have 
significant experience of their 
own in community activities, 
though anyone who seems like 
a potential nominee for the award 
is not appointed. Long time resi¬ 
dents who have long civic mem¬ 
ories are favored for committee 
membership because the contri¬ 
butions of some nominees go back 
many years. Therefore, hardly 
any nominee will be unknown to 
everyone on the committee. 
There are now 4 or 5 meetings 
each year, but most of the work 
is done between meetings, on a 
tight schedule. 

Soliciting Nominations 

Encouraging nominations is 
the committee's most important 
and time-consuming task. Nomi¬ 
nations are considered more im¬ 
portant than the selection be 
cause the award is intended to 
honor all of Greenbelt’s outstand¬ 
ing citizens even though only 
one person each year receives 
the recognition. Those nomi¬ 
nated are notified a*ter Labor 
Day through a letter of appre¬ 
ciation. 

Nominations are solicited 
through notices in the News Re¬ 
view and through letters sent to 
officers of Greenbelt organiza¬ 
tions. Making a nomination is 
one of the nicest things one can 
do for someone special. Through 
the committee’s efforts, the num¬ 
ber of nominations has been 
gradually rising. However, the 
committee continues to observe 
that some deserving volunteers 
are not being nominated. 

Writing up a nomination cakes 
time, so the committee gives ear¬ 
ly notice and encourages letters 
of 500 words or less. Even with 
the long notice, most nomina¬ 
tions come in near the deadline, 
and many have been hand- 
delivered at the last minute to 
the chairman’s home. 

Selecting the Awardee 

Selecting the winner takes 
much less work, but can be men¬ 
tally demanding as some nomi¬ 
nees have awesome civic creden¬ 
tials. The committee considers 
both the past history of com¬ 
munity involvement and contri¬ 
butions over the past 12 months 

All nominations are read and 
discussed. There are two selec¬ 
tion meetings — one to screen 
nominations and the second to 
decide on the award winner. The 
mutual good will < mong commit¬ 
tee members has held up through 
some intense discussions. 

Award Ceremony 

Once the decision is made, 
there is a lot of work to com¬ 
pile in a short time. A plaque is 
ordered; city, county and state 
officials who will arrange offi¬ 
cial proclamations are notified: 
and gifts are arranged and 
picked up. 

The award ceremony is an 
occasion which calls for a formal 
speech, notwithstanding the car¬ 
nival atmosphere (literally) m 
which it must be delivered. This 


job falls to the chairman of the 
committee. To do rhetorical jus¬ 
tice to the awardee’s civic ac¬ 
complishments a demanding 
challenge. 

Getting the winner to the 
show without telling him or her 
why is no small feat. However, 
the committee has found that 
spouses and others can be won¬ 
derful and willing liars uncit-r 
the right circumstances. Last 
year’s winner, Bruce Bown in, 
was lured to the ceremony by 
his wife, who persuaded him to 


go to the band concert preceding 
the event, then afterwards go* 
him to walk over to the stage 
area just to see what was go ng 
on. 

Despite the woik involved, er- 
vice on the selection committee 
is a rewarding experience which 
has virtually no down side. The 
community contributions of many 
Greenbelt citizens and the spirit 
with which they are earned out 
are impressive and heart-warm¬ 
ing. There is an opportunity to 
bestow a special honor on one 
person and show appreciation to 
many others. Finally, the award 
reinforces some oi the commun 
ity values which make Greenbelt 
a great city.

Citizens Task Force. 

Keith Chernikoif, speaking as 
an individual, commented that 
such a new committee would need 
a clear charter. In particular, it 
would need to look at how the 
new community center would 
“interface'* with other city fa¬ 
cilities. Some uses now housed 
elsewhere might be moved, he 
suggested, and duplication of 
uses should be avoided. 

Local Expertise Tapped 

Isaacs agreed that various ex¬ 
pertise from the present per 
manent committees should be 
called on and that “the best tal¬ 
ent” from these groups should 
be assembled to form the new 
committee. This view was sup¬ 
ported by Barbara Simon of the 
Arts Advisory Committee, who 
felt that each such group should 
have a liaison to serve with the 
central committee. Dial Silvers 
recommended that a member of 
council also serve on such a 
group. 

Bob Zugby argued that a 
schedule for the redevelopment 
of Center School needed to be 
established and that setting up 
an oversight committee was 
“the only way” such a purpose 
could be met. 

The final vote to establish a 
committee was unanimous, wtien 
it was understood that each of 
the concerns previously men¬ 
tioned would come under the 
purview of the proposed commit¬ 
tee. Also approved was a recom¬ 
mendation that all organizations 
in the city which had express'd 
interest in utilizing space at 
North End School be recontacted 
by the city and requested to in¬ 
clude proposals for use of space 
at Center School. 

Petitions and Requests 

In response to a letter from 
Bruce Bowman asking that the 
Research Road entrance to the 
Beltsville Agricultural Research 
Center be kept open beyond its 
current 6 a.m. to 6 p.m. time¬ 
table, council directed the city 
staff to look into what rights 
the public in general might have 
—whether this was truly a “pub¬ 
lic” road.

JOE'S TIPS OF THE WEEK 

Hello Again: 

A lot of questions come our way on what should be done if 
you get caught in traffic tie-ups. 

First off, try to go without the air conditioner. This adds addi¬ 
tional heat buildup to the engine ond other components and with 
no air flow across the front end it just makes everything warmer. 

As odd as this may sound, next turn the heater on maximum 
with high blower. This acts as a little extra radiator and will 
help cool the engine. 

Finally, if the vehicle has automatic transmission, place 
the shifter in neutral when not moving. This allows transmis¬ 
sion fluid to flow through the unit allowing extra cooling.
